Description This exhibition explores one of the most important, unifying ideas 

in Pablo Picasso's art. Picasso (1881-1973) used his studio not only 
as a place of work, but as a social and intellectual center where he 
negotiated with dealers, enthralled collectors, argued with critics, discussed literature, and 
seduced lovers. From the first years of his career to the last years of his life, Picasso repeatedly 
depicted the studio as a primary site of creative expression, merging the studio theme with 
portraiture, still life, allegory, and interiors. One room of CMA's installation will be devoted to 
x-rays, photo reproductions, and a computer installation providing additional information 
about Picasso's life and his studio and about understanding him through conservation 
techniques and through examination of his works. 

H ighlights Featured are about 36 paintings and 9 drawings, nearly two-thirds 

of which are loans from foreign collections, including these (in 
chronological order): Academic Nude (1895-97) and Study of Left 
Arm (1894, both Museu Picasso, Barcelona); the Blue Period masterpiece La Vie (1903), from 
CMA's collection, which was Picasso's first important painting on the artist's studio theme; 
Self-Portrait with Palette (1 906, Philadelphia Museum of Art); the cubist painting The 
Architect's Table (1912, The Museum of Modern Art, New York), which refers to American 
writer Gertrude Stein's patronage; Bust and Palette (1925, Museo Nacional Centro de Arte 
Reina Sofia); Painter with Palette and Easel (1928), The Sculptor (1931), and Still Life: Bust, 
Bowl, and Palette (1932, all three Musee Picasso, Paris); two works from the mid-1950s 
depicting the muse-like figure of his second wife, Jacqueline Rocque (Picasso Collection of the 
City of Lucerne, and Collection of The Speed Art Museum, Louisville, Ky.); Las Meninas (1957, 
Museu Picasso, Barcelona), one of many homages to Spanish painter Diego Velazquez (1 599— 
1660); Painter and Infant (1969, Musee Picasso, Paris); and the late self-portrait, At Work{W), 
The Museum of Modern Art, New York). 

Admission & Audio Tour Tickets are required; general admission is $7; $6 seniors; $5 

children 13 to 18; and free for CMA members and children 12 and 
under. An audio tour will be available for $5; $4 for CMA 
members, seniors, and children. Group discounts are available 
through the group sales office at (216) 707-2380. 
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Curators & Publ ication The organizing curator is Michael C. FitzGerald, associate 

professor of fine arts at Trinity College, Hartford. William H. 
Robinson, CMA's associate curator of paintings, is Cleveland's 
coordinating curator for the exhibition. Accompanying the exhibition is a 190-page catalogue 
with 100 color and 75 black-and-white illustrations written by FitzGerald with an essay on 
Picasso's La Vie (CMA) by Robinson. Picasso: The Artist's Studio has been published by the 
Wadsworth Atheneum Museum of Art in association with Yale University Press, London 
(hardcover $50; softcover $30.)
